Rogers expects to meet with So­ 
viet Ambassador Anatoly Do­ 
brynin 
in 
Washington 
next 
week American officials said 
that without uttering threats he 
intends warning Moscow of the 
very serious consequehces that 
would follow any active military 
intervention by. as an example. 
Soviet pilots. 
Outlining the current stance 
of President Nixon s adminis­ 
tration. the officials said the 
outcome of the Rogers-Dobrynin 
meeting could affect crucially 
the current Washington reap­ 
praisal of Israeli's renewed re­ 
quest for Phantom and Skvhawk 
jet warplanes. 
Rogers, according to the in­ 
formants. will seek again to en­ 
list Soviet cooperation for a big 
power embargo or limitation on 
the supply of arms to both Ar­ 
abs and Israelis. Any such ar­ 
rangement would be intended to 
cover foreign fighting personnel 
as well. 
A positive response from Mos­ 
cow. 
informants 
indicated, 
would find the Americans ready 
to help organize international 
action to slow the mounting 
tempo of the Middle East con­ 
flict. 
But a negative response from 
Moscow would make it extreme­ 
ly difficult for the Nixon admin­ 
istration to continue stalling the 
Israelis on their request for 
more aircraft. 
The sources noted that the 
United States, under its initial 
Phantom deal with Israel, un­ 
dertook 
to provide replace­ 
ments This means Israeli loss­ 
es could be made good with 
much less publicity than accom­ 
panied the first agreement 
But the replacement arrange­ 
ment could pose difficulties for 
Washington. It would have to 
decide whether to believe Israe­ 
li or Egyptian accounts of air 
battles. Egyptian claims could 
open the door to more replace­ 
ments.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Nixon, in an unusual direct 
appeal has asked the nation's 
businessmen to help the govern­ 
ment's war on inflation by keep­ 
ing their prices in check 
In 2 * /2 hours of private give 
and-take with 45 business and fi­ 
nancial 
leaders 
Wednesday 
night, the President also tried - 
with apparent success—to calm 
their doubts about his decision 
to move troops into Cambodia. 
The executives, according to 
several who were there, told 
Nixon the Cambodia decision 
was a major factor in the stock 
market's plunge. He responded 
that, whether the nation realizes 
it or not. the military move will 
hasten the day of withdrawal 
from Vietnam. 
‘‘We were very encouraged." 
one businessman said after­ 
ward. ‘it was a good meeting." 
another said. A third said the 
group's reaction was ‘‘very pos­ 
itive regarding his general pro­ 
grams." 
Those who consented to re­ 
view the meeting insisted that 
their names not be used Most 
of Nixon’s guests refused to 
comment, and the White House 
furnished no information 
The guest list was heavily 
weighted with heads of financial 
institutions, indicating Nixon's 


primary concern was to reas­ 
sure the jittery market But he 
also discussed domestic eco­ 
nomics and his problems with 
young people, and Chairman Ar­ 
thur F. Burns discussed the 
Federal Reserve Board s poli­ 
cies. 
Nixon told the group he had 
wartime experience with wage 
and price contras and found 
them unfair to some at the ex­ 
pense of others He remains op­ 
posed to mandatory controls, 
but indicated a willingness for 
business and labor to curb their 
price and wage demands volun­ 
tarily 
In the words of one business­ 
man. he “ expressed a com­ 
mendable aversion to a con­ 
trolled 
economy—wage 
and 
price controls, that is. He sort of 
called upon business and labor 
to cooperate with government in 
voluntary- wage and price con­ 
trols. At least that’s the way I 
interpreted it."

MADRID (AP) — Secretary 


of State William P. Rogers was 
flying to Madrid today to dis­ 
cuss keeping U.S. bases in Spain 
open and to report on the NATO 
meeting that ended Wednesday 
in Rome 


Rogers was expected to help 


along the negotiations for a new 
bases agreement, but he was 
not expected to reach a formal 
understanding with Gen. Fran­ 
cisco Franco’s government dur­ 
ing his overnight stay 


The agreement under which 


the United States operates a na­ 
val base and three air bases in 
Spain expires Sept. 26. and talks 
on a new agreement have been 
going on for some time. 
Informed sources said the 


United States and Spain are 
thinking in terms of a new five- 
year agreement under which 
Spain would receive military, 
educational and scientific assist­ 


ance in return for allowing the 
bases to remain open 


Spain was said to be seeking 


tanks. F4 Phantom jets, and 
money for scientific projects 
and educational expansion. In­ 
formants declined to guess at 
the cost of the package, but un- 
c o n f i r m e d estimates have 
ranged from $200 million to $300 
million for the five years. 
U.S. secretaries of state cus­ 
tomarily visit Spain following 
each semi-annual meeting of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion to brief Franco and his gov­ 
ernment on NATO develop­ 
ments. 
Spain is not a member of 


NATO, and Spanish sources say 
the government has no interest 
in joining. But they say Spain 
would like some kind of mutual 
security 
agreement 
stronger 


than the one it now has with the 
United States. 


Diplomatic sources in Madrid 
said the United States consid­ 
ered suggesting Spain for NATO 
membership during the Rome 
meeting, but there was such 
strong Scandinavian opposition 
it dropped the idea 
The NATO allies announced at 
the close of their two-day meet­ 
ing that they may meet with na­ 
tions of the Soviet bloc in the 
general conference on European 
security the Kremlin has pro 
posed if exploratory talks are 
promising. 
The 15 foreign ministers said 
in a communique that if there is 
sufficient progress in current 
preliminary negotiations, espe­ 
cially those going on now about 
Berlin and Germany, they will 
be ready to make multilateral 
contacts. 
British Foreign Secretary Mi­ 
chael Stewart pointed out that 
deputy foreign ministers of the 


seven Warsaw Pact nations are 
now in conference in Poland, 
and the NATO council indicated 
it would like its communique de­ 
livered to them before their 
meeting ends 


Italian Foreign Minister Aldo 
Moro was asked to relay the 
communique, along with an ac­ 
companying declaration calling 
for -an F^ast-W'est program of 
mutual, balanced reduction of 
forces in central Europe

Ceylon prepared for a sharp 
turn to the left in domestic and 
foreign policies as Mrs. Bandar- 
anaike. in 1960 the world's first 
woman prime minister, awaited 
Governor General William G o 
pallawa’s call to form a new- 
cabinet. 


Returns for 138 of the 151 
elected seats in the House of 
Representatives gave Mrs. Ban­ 
daranaike's leftist coalition the 
largest parliamentary majority 
in Ceylon's 21 years of inde­ 
pendence and her Freedom par­ 
ty a majority on its own without 
its two Communist allies. 


The coalition had 108 seats, in­ 
cluding 85 for the Freedom par­ 
ty. 18 for the Trotskyite Com­ 
munists and 5 for the pro-Mos­ 
cow Communists. In addition. 
Mrs. Bandaranaike as prime 
minister will appoint six other 
members to parliament 


The combined opposition had 
only 30 seat: 14 for Senana- 
yake's United National party. 15 
for two parties representing the 
Tamil minority and one inde­ 
pendent. 


Senanavake won a narrow 
victory in his district, but at 
least IO of his 17 cabinet minis­

Customs officials say factors 
other than taste and laboratory 
analyses are involved in classi­ 
fying the New Zealand cheese 
as Monterey, and has stood by 
its ruling to let the product 
come in under the larger quota.

Message Is Lost 
In All the Shouting

W ASHINGTON ( NEA) 
I here is probably more talk and less understanding in 
this country today than at any time in its history. 
Information is exploding all over the place, but the fall­ 
out does not automatically spell “ knowledge” and does not 
inevitably make for “ better-educated” people, young or 
otherwise 


Despite the excitable talk about “ repression.” there has 
never been more argument, discussion, dissent, funda­ 
mental questioning—not just about the immediate issues 
of the day but about the nation’s values, its political 
process, all the guidelines under which we live. 
But none of the warring groups in this society, and we 
leady are warring at home today, are getting through to 
each other. And it is not just because so much of the argu­ 
ment is conducted at the shouting level, though that 
symptomatic of what ails us. 
The crushing fact in all this turmoil is that nobody 
convincing his “ opposite number” because most of us'are 
talking iii code language really meant just for those who 
are already with us. 


By sheer volume of noise and numbers, the contesting 
parties can and do surely “ affect” each other, as President 
Nixon clearly has been given pause by the reaction to his 
Cambodian venture, as New York City’s hard-hat construc­ 
tion workers have been aroused by shouting students, etc. 
But there is hardly any real persuasion in any of this. 
We are not, in any truly hopeful sense, “ communicating” 
across the wide gulfs filled with this echoing noise. Each 
warring group hears the sound, but does not really listen. 
Along comes 
author 
Peter 
Drucker, 
a 
consistently 
thoughtful man, to help suggest why. He says flatly that 
we really do not know very much about communicating, for 
all our filling of the air with “ facts” and our supposed 
mastery of modern techniques of persuasion. He goes to 
the heal t of it in an essay on “ Information. Communica­ 
tions and Understanding," embodied in a newly published 
collection of his writings. 


What he says in its bare essence may strike some as too 
commonplace to be instructive, but it is nevertheless abso­ 
lutely basic to our difficulties in communicating. 
His word is that we can be touched, verbally or other­ 
wise. only by what we are capable of accepting—which 
means what we can and will perceive. We all know man 
has physical limitations which affect his perceptions and 
his whole behavior, but in Drucker’s view' “ the most im­ 
portant limitations on perception are usually cultural and 
emotional rather than physical.” 


In other words, when emotions run strong, when differ­ 
ing 
life styles” or value systems get into the picture there 
are massive barriers standing in the way of our percep­ 
tions 
and hence in our ability to communicate with each 
other. Says Dr licker : 


I hat fanatics are not being convinced by rational argu­ 
ments, we have known for thousands of years. Now we are

this is possible, their emotions would have to be altered.”

This country is in a highly 
agitated emotional state. Moreover, though the young 
liough the ages have always questioned the “ value sys- 
t 
of then elders, they never before have had such 
Miength of numbers and thus such powerful wavs of rein­ 
forcing their convictions of their own “ rightness.” 


°!ll\ a,e wti as I)e°P le in an unequaled emotional 
fienzx, tint we make an immense fuss about that fact No 
day passes without stress on somebody’s “ anger.” whether

An open letter to parents whose sons have 
voluntarily joined the armed forces 
Dear Perplexed Parents. 
I address you as “ perplexed 
because I am 
assuming you are as puzzled as I was with the 
reactions you got from family close friends, casual 
acquaintances and out-and-out strangers when you 
announced your child s decision to go into the 
service 
F"rankly. I 
was a bit surprised when my eldest 
son told us he planned to join the United States 
Navy after his graduation from high school rn June 
We had assumed he would enter the university and 
study engineering But. after discussing with him 
what 
we 
considered 
the 
advantages 
and 
disadvantages of his choice we said as we have 
said to him so often in the past. 
Now you must 
make your own decision ' 'This wasn't difficult for 
us His decision-making started many years ago 
w-ith such' things as choosing which socks he would 
wear with his little green playsuit, progressing 
through the years, step by step to making very 
important decisions.) 
We soon discovered others questioned his right 
to decide how he would spend the next few years of 
his life. 
I 
am sure your experience parallels ours. If you 
say. “ My son is going to join the submarine 
service.” you'll receive one of the following typical 
replies: 
What a shame! You mean his grades are so bad 
he can't get into college? 
I see' Afraid he'd be drafted, was he? 
How COULD you let hun sell out to the military9 
You're sending him off to become a killer! 
Amerika’ (That s no typo — in this remark, it is 
spelled with a “ k ") One more boy taken in by 
American fascists' 
Now. the truth is. our investigation of his motives 
has turned up no coercion by black-shirted fascists. 
Our son had excellent grades and had been 
accepted by the school of his choice. He doesn’t 
seem to display any "super-patriot' symptoms and. 
according to all the evidence we have, he doesn t 
seem to harbor any deep-seated killer instincts. 
I 
must admit that with the sort of reaction we’ve 
been getting. I 
have been sorely tempted to stop 
saying he is joining the Navy I m beginning to get 
the idea that I 
d have an easier time of it if I 
announced. “ He intends to do the commune scene 
when he gets out of school.” 
Experience tells me that if we said our son 
planned to go to Canada to avoid the draft, we d be 
advised to tell him to follow his conscience, to 
make his own decision because, after all. his 
principles and his life are involved 
Actually, that is exactly what we have done 
told him it s his life And. to (Lite. I don't plan to do 
anything else 
Except. perhaps, write to the 
Pentagon and suggest it print up some sort of kit 
for parents whose sons voluntarily join the armed 
forces.

Don't eat when you are under a nervous strain. If 
you do have a bout of heartburn, take one of the 
many antacids that are available. Those with 
coating action usually give the best results.

I don't have heartburn Perhaps this will 
help others. 


A — One man’s meat is another man s poison In 
many persons with heartburn, cream will bring on 
an attack but skimmed milk can be taken freely 
and may even relieve it 


Q — Is it harmful in any way to eat baking 
powder? 


A — Baking powder contains baking soda, cream 
of tartar, starch and sodium aluminum sulfate or 
calcium phosphate I never heard of anyone eating 
it straight — must be an acquired taste. Small 
amounts would not be harmful, but anything can 
be poisonous if taken in too large a quantity. 


Q - What causes regurgitation of stomach 
contents into the mouth9 


A — This may be caused by eating too fast, 
swallowing air. nervous tension or gall bladder 
disease. The food you retaste is not necessarily the 
cause of the trouble

Flood, formerly a star center 
fielder with the St Louis Cardi­ 
nals. balked at reporting to the 
Philadelphia Phillies after he 
was traded last winter and 
brought suit against the base­ 
ball establishment One of his 
main targets is the reserve sys­ 
tem. a complex set of rules that 
provide a club with the option to 
renew a player s contract each 
year 
Executives of other sports 
have testified to the way their 
reserve systems operate. Foot­ 
ball. for instance, has a clause 
that permits a player to play 
one year after his contract has 
expired and then become a free 
agent 
Kulm said the football system 
would be "very bad" for base­ 
ball because he would be con­ 
cerned about the integrity of the 
game and the effects on equal 
competition 
"In our game." said Kuhn, 
"and in our game alone. I am 
not talking about football. If a 
player could play out his option 
there would be the built-in evils 
of tampering and behind the 
scenes negotiations that tend to 
shake the public confidence in 
the game." 
Kuhn said it was impossible to 
compare baseball and football 
in economic operation because 
football has a ready made play­ 
er development system in the 
colleges and baseball has to 
support a minor league system. 
He also said he thought it was 


easier to replace a guard or a 
blocking tackle than a Tom 
Seaver or a player on the Balti­ 
more Orioles 
The commissioner had found 
problems in several alternatives 
to the reserve system given in 
previous testimony by Hall of 
Fainer Hank Greenberg and 
Marvin Miller, executive direc­ 
tor of the Major League Base­ 
ball Players Association 
Miller had suggested the op­ 
tion be restricted to a definite 
number of years. Kuhn said this 
would open the door to a player 
dealing with another club while 
still with his first club and pos­ 
sible tampering. He claimed the 
richer teams would tend to sign 
the most players and the stars 
would gravitate to the richer 
teams. 


As for Miller's suggestion that 
competitive leagues might be 
^organized. Kuhn said. "That 
would destroy the game as it 
now exists." 
Kulm said he felt the decision 
of the players association to 
back the Flood case was a “se­ 


rious mistake." He insisted the 
matter of considering any modi­ 
fications of the reserve system 
should be a subject for bargain­ 
ing between players and clubs. 
He said Miller's proposals were 
all generalized and imprecise. 


The reserve system was put 
on the shelf in recent bargaining 
maneuvers by mutual agree­ 
ment. 


Kuhn pointed out that there 
were "very important conces­ 
sions in other areas" in the own- 
er-plaver bargaining. 
In his arguments that base­ 
ball could not survive without 
the reserve system, Kuhn went 
back to the 1871-1879 period 
when no reserve system existed 
"The climate was extremely 
evil." he said, "and it was 
cured by an effective reserve 
system and a strong central 
government." 
The commissioner had spoken 
of those pre-reserve days when 
players jumped from one team 
to another during the season, 
and gambling, dishonesty and 
rowdiness were commonplace.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ris­ 
ing meat costs the past year 
have slowed the Agriculture De­ 
partment’s 
hamburger dona­ 
tions for school lunch programs 
which currently help feed about 
22 million children. 
During the 1968-69 school term 
the department donated 75.5 
million 
pounds 
of 
“ frozen 
ground beef’ to states for local 
school lunch programs at an av­ 
erage cost to the government of 
about 55 cents a pound. 
This year, according to de­ 
partment officials, the donated 
hamburger will total about 58 
million pounds and average 
close to 60 cents per pound. 
However, a spokesman said, 
this does not mean school chil­ 
dren got less meat in their 
lunches this year. In addition to 
the donated foods, paid for with 
“ Section 32“ funds collected 
from import 
duties, special 
funds are allocated to enable 
schools to have additional food 
—including 
meat—which 
is 
judged essential for proper nu­ 
trition. 
The donated foods, however, 
pla a major role in over-all 
school feeding programs. They 
also comprise the full fair for 
needy families participating in 
the government’s commodity 
distribution program, an effort 
—along with food stamps—to 
meet the food needs of an esti­ 
mated nine million low-income 
persons. 
A report on donated food dis­ 
tribution 
issued 
this 
week 
showed that for all programs— 
including schools, needy fami­ 
lies and charitable institutions 
—some 945 million pounds of 


commodities were distributed 
during the first half of the cur­ 
rent fiscal year, compared with 
about 921 million a year earlier. 
The July-December cost for 
donated foods was $219.1 mil­ 
lion, compared with $213.9 mil­ 
lion for the first six months 
of 1968-69, the department said. 


However, an official explained 
a large part of the previous 
year’s 
distribution 
involved 
meat purchased at the end of 
the preceding term. 
Also. he said, hamburger do­ 
nations for the second half of 
the current year were expected 
to rise sharply and total about 
58 million pounds for the entire 
1969-70 term. 
The government, because it 
buys food in rail-ear quantities 
on a bid basis, gets some price 
break that consumers do not. 
However, prices have risen for 
the Agriculture Department the 
same as for housewives. 
On Jan. 2. 1969, for example 


the department bought 3.5 mil­ 
lion pounds of hamburger for 
about 53 cents a pound. Last De­ 
cember a 4.2 million pound 
batch cost about 58 cents a 
pound, and in February the de­ 
partment paid almost 60 cents 
per 
pound 
for 
1.4 
millior 
pounds. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department says 
“ unprecedented 
soybean 
de­ 
mand-’ this year has whittled 
down surplus stocks so that be 
tween 25 million and 50 million 
fewer bushels may be on hand 
by next fall than earlier antici­ 
pated. 


Earlier, the department had 
projected the soybean carryover 
by next Sept. I at more than 300 
million bushels. Now. because 
of thriving exports and large 
domestic use, the stockpile is 
estimated at between 250 mil­ 
lion and 275 million bushels.

What Makes a Champ, and a Good Loser

“ All I want out of life,” Ted 
Williams once said, “ is to walk 
down 
the street and have 
people point at me and say, 
There goes the greatest hitter 
whoever lived.’” 
“ I 
want 
to 
win 
more 
tournaments 
than 
anyone 
ever,” Arnold Palmer said in 
1966. “ Winning is the name of 
the game. The money comes 
second.” 
These 
two 
comments 
underscore the paradox facing 
the 
parent 
who 
wants 
to 
evaluate and perhaps foster his 
child’s athletic talent. Athletes 
have a built-in need to be 
champions. But only a few of 
them can reach the very top 
Instilling in a would-be athlete 
the desire to be a champion and 
the stability to accept a runner- 
up role is the crux of a parent’s 
problem. 
The first question everyone 
asks is—how can I tell if my 
child has athletic ability? The 
answer to that question is 
another question—what is his 
somatotype? That is a scientific 
word for body form. Scientists 
have 
identified 
three 
basic 
somatotypes. 
So me So ma to ty pes 
1. Mesomorphs have broad 
shoulders, 
slim 
waists 
and 
narrow hips. Their bones tend 
to be moderately heavy and 
their muscles are firm but do 
not 
bulge. 
They 
are 
lean 
without being thin. 
2. Endomorphs tend to have 
bodies which are square in 
shape. 
They 
have 
large 
abdomens and thick necks, and 
their arms and legs are usually 
short. In proportion to the rest 
of their body, their hands and 
feet are small. 
3. Ectomorphs 
have small 
muscles and narrow sloping 
shoulders. They tend to be tall 
and thin, and their arms, legs 
and hands follow the same 
pattern. 
These 
body 
types 
rarely 
appear 
in 
pure 
form. 
An 
ectomorph may have a blend of 
mesomorphy in his physique, 
and a mesomorph may have a 
blend of endomorph. But one or 


another 
type 
tends 
to 
predominate. 
Most 
a t h l e t e s 
are 
mesomorphs, especially those 
who excel in contact sports, 
such as football, as well as 
sports where a combination of 
strength 
and 
agility 
are 
important—basketball 
and 
baseball, 
for 
instance. 
Endomorphs tend to excel in 
sports requiring great strength, 
such as 
weight 
lifting and 
wrestling. 
Ectomorphs 
gen­ 
erally 
are 
not 
athletically 
talented, except in track and 
field. Their light bone structure 
makes them too vulnerable to 
injury 
to 
participate 
successfully in contact sports. If 
your 
sons 
body 
build 
is 


predominantly 
mesomorphic. 
he may have athletic potential 
in a wide variety of sports. The 
other 
body 
types 
have 
a 
narrower range of choices—at 
least in terms of competition 
for varsity teams and possible 
professional careers. 
Coordination, Motivation 
One early sign of athletic 
ability is a rapid development of 
physical coordination. Again, 
just 
as 
psychologists 
have 
learned that children should 
acquire reading and writing 
skills when they are ready for 
them—no matter how early the 
age—every parent should give 
his child the opportunity to 
develop his physical abilities 
from an early age. and lead him 


from one challenge to another. 
B u t 
the 
“ f o s t e r i n g ” 
attitude—the 
psychological 
environment—created by the 
parent is crucial 
Motivation 
can be destroyed by the father 
who demands too much too 
soon. 
One 
problem 
which 
particularly 
absorbs 
today’s 
parents is size. Children who 
grow 
slowly 
often 
feel 
athletically 
hopeless—and 
unfortunately 
their 
parents 
often agree with them But it * 
important to remember that 
each 
child 
has 
his 
own 
characteristic growth pattern, 
and a IO or ll year old “ runt of 
his 
class’’ 
may 
have 
a 
tremendous 
growth 
spurt 
between 
his lith and 
12th 
birthdays. 
Parents 
who are 
seriously concerned about a 
child’s size can obtain some 
insight into his future growth by 
having x-rays taken of his hands 
and knees. If a 10-year-old boy 
has the bone development of an 
8 year old. it almost certainly 
means he has two more years of 
growth coming to him ; and will 
probably catch up to his bigger 
classmates. 
Butterball to Champion 
Beyond the matter of physical 
suitability, there is a far more 
important 
psychological 
question that all parents and 
youngsters 
must 
ask 
themselves: Are you willing to 
pay the price? Ted Williams 
once remarked of himself. “ I 
say Williams has hit more balls 
in practice than any guy living.” 
Arnold Palmer s father made 
sure that his son put in endless 
hours 
of 
work 
under 
his 
knowledgeable 
eye. 
Dick 
Button, the great olympic figure 
skater, began as a 160 pound. 
52" 
butterball 
who 
dieted 
himself 
down 
to 
a 
lean 
mesomorph, rose at 5:30 each 
morning and spent five or six 
hours a day on the ice from the 
age of ll to 16. 
Does paying the price in 
gruelling 
hours 
of 
practice 
mean that a young athlete is 
unable to develop other talents, 
such as academic or creative 
abilities0 
Sports 
Illustrated 
magazine explored this myth 


years ago by surveying the 
postcollegiate careers of ex­ 
football players, who probably 
devote more school time to 
their sport 
than any other 
athletes The survey found the. 
majority 
of 
them 
were 
prospering in the business or 
sports world and were by no 
means 
the 
brainless, 
uneducated dolts pictured in 
movie satires of college life. 


Value of Minor Sports 


Whether or not your son has 
championship athletic ability 
there are still other rewarding 
values for those with even the 
most modest athletic talent. 
Here, the wise parent will 
take 
a 
lesson 
from 
the 
will take a lesson from the 
athletic program pursued by the 
U S. Military Academy at West 
Point- 
Every 
cadet 
must 
participate in team sports in 
order to acquire those insights 
into the value and techniques of 
working 
and 
competing 
together, so vital to any army 
man. 
In 
both 
varsity 
and 
intramural 
sports, 
in 
our 
schools, most of the emphasis 
of the athletic program is in this 
same team sport direction. But 
the 
Military 
Academy 
also 
insists 
that 
no 
cadet 
can 
graduate unless he acquires two 
“ carry-over” sports. These are 
sports such as tennis, squash, 
handball or golf, which he will 
be able to keep playing into his 
middle age, and which will keep 
him a healthy vigorous adult. 


Too much emphasis on team 
sports can leave a youngster 
with nothing to do but sit in 
front of the television set when 
he reaches the age of 25. and 
realizing that he looks a little 
foolish trying to round up ten 
friends to play basketball, or a 
team 
to 
play 
softball 
or 
baseball. 
By 
fostering 
an 
interest 
in 
these 
carry-over 
sports as well as encouraging 
your youngster to compete to 
the limit of his abilities in team 
sports, you can be sure that you

Consumer Protection Measure 
Runs Into Serious Difficulty 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
powerful legal weapon designed 
to keep merchants honest

If an individual could file suit 
on behalf of thousands, propo­ 
nents add. the judgment would 
be large enough to make mer­ 
chants chary of attempting to 
deceive the public 
The Nixon counter proposal
